J^ray like Pnests! 

In Advent we will begin praying with a new translation of the Mass. This is an 
opportunity to deepen our experience of the Eucharist. Over the next few 
months, I will write about the changes as well as the "principles" behind the 
changes. One of those principles is that all people are supposed to pray like 
priests! What do I mean? 

Perhaps you have heard that with the Second Vatican Council there was a 
strong desire to promote greater involvement of the people at Mass. The 
introduction to the missal states that the celebration of the Eucharist should be 
conducted so that it leads to ... 

"a conscious, active and full participation of the faithful, namely in body and mind, a 
participation fervent with faith, hope, and charity ... to which the Christian people 
have a right and duty in virtue of their Baptism ." 

You have a "right and duty" to full participation because of your Baptism. 
Why? In 1 Peter 2:5 it says, " let yourselves be built into a spiritual house to be a holy 
priesthood to offer spiritual sacrifices acceptable to God through Jesus Christ ." Peter 
urges Christians to offer their lives to God as a spiritual sacrifice. Some people 
describe this as the "common priesthood" of all the baptized. 

In other words, it is not only the ordained priest who offers the sacrifice of the 
Mass. Rather, the prayers of everyone at Mass are meant to be a spiritual 
sacrifice offered to God. 

When we have a sense of how much God has done for us, then we respond by 
saying thanks. Our first "offering" to God is one of thanksgiving. Sometimes I 
have said, with irony, that you have permission to miss Mass when you can get 
up on Sunday morning and say to yourself, "Well there is nothing to thank God 
for this week, so I am skipping Mass." 

Once we understand that all of life is a gift from God, we begin to live with 
constant gratitude. We begin to offer everything back to God. The Mass is the 
greatest prayer of thanks. 

At Mass that offering of praise and thanksgiving often is expressed in songs. 
Think of how we simply praise God for all his works in the Gloria or the Psalm. 
Everyone is expected to sing these prayers so that together we can thank God 
for such amazing gifts. 

How often have you come to Mass and said to yourself, "Now I am going to 
offer everything in my life to God."? My children are such a gift so I praise 
Him. Yet, caring for my children requires so much patience, and I ask the Lord 
for the grace to show them the patience that I have learned from God. Even 
though I cannot understand my suffering with arthritis or cancer, I will still 
offer it to God because I know that he can work through me as I suffer. The 
homework that I have to do can be so boring, but everything I do expresses how 
he has created me so I offer it to God.
